The Probability That Consul Muller Will be Given 
the Cold Shoulder—The Duties of American 
Coneuls—-Congressional Trip to New 
Orleans—Other Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, December 25.—The recent 
feport of Consul-General Mullen, which has 
caused so much comment, was not seen by Sec- 
retary Bayard until he read it in the news- 
papers. He was interested in itasan item of 
information and news, but officially he did not 
concern himself about it. 

“Mullen is a very competent and efficient 
official,” said Governor Porter, assistant secre- 
tary of state. “Since his appointment in May 
last, he has answered very ably and very satis- 
factorily all calls made upon him. There. was 
nothing unusual about his report. He took no 
un warrantable liberties and violated no princi- 
ples of diplomacy. Itis not only his right,but 
bis duty to discuss and report 
everything that may affect the commerce 
of this country, as far as his observation ex- 
fend, and he is an observant man, far seeing 
and of keen insight. Beyond question the 
consul’s comments will be reproducedin the 
newspapers of Germany, and when they appear 
in the newspapers of Frankfort-on-the-Main, 
it is easy to understand that some of the peo- 
ple of that city may not be favorably impress- 
ed with them. The men with whom he comes 
in contact there may thus be led to turn the 
cold shoulder to him, but beyond a little social 
coolness, the publication cannot operate to his 
prejudice, It isnot understood by the govern- 
ment to be the duty of a consul to eulogize the 
ofthe country in which he may 
neither is it his duty 
to withhold his free opinions, 
The German. consul in this country may 
criticize our protective tariff or any of the 
principals of our government as severely as he 
chooses, and this government will not take of- 
fense cr seek to suppress him. We may not 
agree With his opinions, and may not like 
them, but we will not deny his right to hold 
and express them. Itisnotto be expected 
that all consular reports to foreign govern- 
ments by their agents in this country are 
coucbed in terms of praise and admiration, and 
unbounded friendship for our interests and 
our ways. I have no doubt that some Ger- 
man consuls in this country indulge in criti- 
cism as free as that of Mullen’s report. The rela- 
tions between this country and Germany were 
never more friendly than now, and it is idl- 
to talk of asystem of diplomatic relation be 
cause ofanything contained in Mueller’s re- 
port.”

GONE TO NEW ORLEANS. 

The congressmen and journalists who, with 
ithe ladies of their families, were invited some 
cays ago to accept’ the courtesy of the Balti- 
more and Ohio lines fora trip to the New Or- 
Jeans exposition, left Washington at 10:15 this 
evening in two elegant sleeping coaches.

The most interesting and 
varied programme has been arranged, and the 
four day’s stay will be replete with receptions, 
special excursions to the jetties’ and the lake, 
with banquets at the Pickwick club, the Span- 
ish fair, ete. 

HE SILVER SUSPENSION QUESTION. 

The National Republican tomorrow will give 
as a result of an exhaustive inquiry concerning 
the future decisions in the house of represent- 
atives in regard to the unlimited suspension of 
silver coinage, a table showing that 143 demo- 

rats and 52 republicans are against suspen- 

sion, and 39 democrats and 91 republicans in 
favor of it. A noticeable feature, in connec- 
tion with the matter, is the division of the 
members upon sectional lines. The west and 
south are practically a unit for coinage, while 
the east and middle states appear to be almost 
as selidly in favor of suspension. 
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FROTECTING THE INDIANS. 


Governor Zulick Warns the Citizens of Ari- 
zona, 

Prescotr, Arizona, December 25.—In view 
ofthe fact that fears are entertained that an 
attack will be made on the peaceful Indians 
Within the San Carlos reservation by citizens 
of Arizona, Governor Zulick has issued a proc- 
lamation, in which he says: 

“It is with regret that I feel called upon to notice 
Officially the inflammatory appeals made tothe 
people of this territory, upon our Indian diflicul- 
lies. The governor earnestly requests all citizens 
to refiain from molesting these Indians, as it would 
only aggravate the present trouble.”’ 

He concludes as follows: 

“IT warn all evil disposed persons tnat the powers 
oftbe federal and territorial goverument will be 
evoked to preserve the rights of all persons within 
cur borders.”

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OLD BUT AUDACIOUS. 


Aged Bones Seeking the Warmth of Younger

CHicaGco, December 25.—Tuthill King is a 
retired millionaire, eighty-one years old. 
Yesterday he shocked society and completely 
surprssed his expectant heirs by taking out a 
marriage license for himself and Mrs. Sarah 
Bell, a handsome widow, forty years old. Of 
his determination the old gerftleman said: 

“Perhaps you may be surprised that a min 


of my age should think of becoming a husband.. 


The reason of it is this: I have been troubled 
for some years with bronchitis and my suffer- 
ings atnight are terrible. I finally came to 
the conclusion that the best thing I could do 
was tounite my fortunes with’ a good woman 
who could take care of me—a nurse, in fact. 
Mrs. Bell is such a person. She was in- 
terested in the drug business with her husband 
for years, and is familiar with the practice 
of medicine. Besides, she has charms 
of face and figure which make her 
doubly acceptable tome. Of course, my chil- 
dren would oppose the wedding if they knew 
about it. But they don’t know. They have 
been fooling me for quite a while, and now I 
intend to fool them. ‘The ceremony will be 
performed January 2, but we will not live to- 
gether until February 4, when I contemplate 
makinga tour ofthe south. I have written a 
letter to a professor in the Presbyterian theo- 
logical seminary, whose chair J endowed with 
$20,000 a year ago, telling him we will be ready 
for his services at 9 o’clock in the morning of 
the day after New Year’s..

A MOUNTAIN OF FLESH 


Rolis Over and Kills a Fragile Pupil—An 
Enraged Community. 

WATERBURY, Conn., December 25.—Richard 
N. Hotchkiss, a brother of the famous “Lone 
Juror’ Hotchkiss, recently moved to Prospect, 
ashort distance from here, and so worked 
upon the gyaces of the good old Puritans of 
that town, who are known as the steadiest of 
Connecticut’s steady inhabitants, that they 
put him on the east district school committee. 
After displacing the young lady teacher, he 
gained the desired goal behind the desk. Mr. 
Hotchkiss began at once to make up with 
the birchen rule what he lacked in the rule of 
three. 

Among his pupils was fourteen-year-old son 
of George Chandler; one of the leading farm- 
ers of the town. Last Friday young Chand- 
ler gotinto an altercation with Mr. Hotch- 
kiss’s son, for which offense the teacher saw 
fit to inflict such a punishment as was never 
before heard of in these parts. Losing his 
temper he threw the boy down, and with all 
his 200 pounds’ weight jumped upon him sevy- 
eraltimes. He then kept the boy in the 
school-room, although told that he was se- 
riously hurt. After school the boy was taken 
home and a doctor called to alleviate his 
sufferings, It was found that some of his 
ribs had been broken, and other serious inter- 
pal injuriessustained. The boy continued to 
fail until this morning, whenit was not ex- 
pected he would live twenty-four honrs. The 
community is nearly wild ovor the outrage, 
and the law is after the domiuie. 
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THE WIiDOW’S WINDFALL. 


The Vamily of E:imory A. Storrs Come intoa 
Piece of Good Fortune. 

Cricaco, lil., December 25.—When Emory 
A. Sterrs died a few months aco, surprise was 
caused by the statement that the noted lawyer, 
whese impecunious conduct was well known, 
had carried no life insurance for the benefit of 
his wife. Today the announcement is made 
that among Storrs’ papers there was recently 
found a policy in the Equitable Life Insurance 
company of New York for $29,000. When 
Storrs’ friends made inquiries they found that 
no premium had been paid on the policy. The 
agent who issued it had accepted Storrs’ prom- 
ise to pay, and had made repeated but unsuc- 
cessful efforts to collect the amount. The 
policy was issued on January 1, 1585. 

There wasa difference of opinion as to the 
value of the policy under the circumstances, 
some maintaining that it was worthless, and 
others that the policy itself was an acknowl- 
edgement of the reccipt ofthe premium. Af- 
ter consultation the general officers of the 
equitable company in New York, offered to 
pay $10,600 of the amount immediately in set- 
tlement. It is announced today that, upon 
the advice of friends, Mrs. Storrs has decided 
to aceept this sum, rather than enter into liti- 
gation, which would at least delay the senti- 
ment of her claim for a long time. 


THREE CHILDREN ROASTED. 
Tite YVatal Result of a New York Fire. 
New York, December 25.—A_ fire started 

carly this morning in a frame dwelling on 
Sixty-sixth street, near King’s bridge road, 
which was occupied by Patrick Driscoll and his 
femily. The occupants were in bed when the 
fire started, and the smoke was so thick through 
the recms and halls that escape was made most 
dificult. Driscoll, however, found his way out, 
and gave an alarm. When the firemen reached 
the scene the building was in flames. Soon the 
entire structure was consumed. Driscoll, his 
wife, Mary, and a son named Patrick, were 
severely burned while escaping. Three chil- 
dren, however, were burned to death. They 
were John, Julius and Mary, aged respectively 
17, 14 and 7 years. Their charred remains 
were found after the fire was subdued. 


A Christmas Tree on Fire. 

CarcaGco, Ill, December 25.—A huge 
(Christmas tree, bearing all kinds of fiifts for 
patients and attendants of the Presbyterian 
hospital, and Javishly illuminated with wax 
candres, caught fire today while a hundred 
or more people were packed closely about it. 
The tree and its contents blazed so fiercely 
ihat the clothing of some twenty persons 
standing nearest to it caught fire. The flames 
were scon extinguished and no one was se- 
riously injnred. 

The tree took fire while the presents were 
being distributed from it. At least one hun- 
dred persons were injured, the greater part re- 
ceiving bruises by being trampled on by their 
panic-stricken neighbors. A number of chil- 
dren (patients) had been brought into the 
chapel in their cots. Before they could be re- 
moved, several of them suffered from smoke 
and fright, and one or two were slightly 
burned. The excitement was intense, and but 
for the coolness of Warden McGarigle aad 
some attaches, of the hospital, lives would 
certainly have been lost. 

Valuable Papers Destroyed. 


WASHINGTON, December, 25.—The residence 
of Dr. Emil Bessels,the arctic explorer at Glen- 
dale, Maryland, was burned this morning, and 
all his books and charts and other valuable 
documents, relating to the arctic expedition, 
were totally destroyed. 


Barley in the Burning. 

MILWAUKEE, December 25.—One of the 
Schlitz brewing companies “storehouses, con- 
taining 120,000 bushels of choice barley, was 
damaged by fire today. Loss $75,000; insur- 
ance $68,000. 

The White Men toc Blame. 

Port TOWNSEND, W. T., December 25.—A 
telegram has been received here, signed by a 
number of citizens of Quellente, about 125 
miles from here, stating there was danger of 
an Indian outbreak, and asking for protection. 
A revenue cutter, with a company of soldiers 
from the fort, has gone to the scene. No par- 
ticulars have been received. It is supposed 
that the trouble has been occasioned by the ill- 
treatment of Indians by white settlers. Serious 
trouble is not anticipated.

PISTOLS AND KNIVES. 


A LIVELY OBSERVANCEOF CHRIST- 
MAS DAY. 


Whites and Blacks Gather in a Nashville Barroom 
for a Day’s Revelry—An Appeal to Weapons, 
W bich Results in the Death of One Man— 
Other Criminal News of Interest. 


NASHVILLD, Tenn., December 25.—[Special.] 
This afternoon on South Market street, in the 
neighborhood of Tom Ramsey’s saloon and 
Dement’s livery stable, a large crowd of ne- 
groes, all more or less under the influence of 
whisky, had congregated to spend the day in 
revelry, and becoming inflamed with intoxi- 
cants, raised a row. The crowd had become go 
boisterous and unruly that Tom Ramsey closed 


the doors of his saloonand refused to permit ; 


them to enter. Enraged at being cloged out, 
threats were madeto break the door down. 
Five or six white men were in the saloon with 
Ramsey, who opened the door and went on the 
pavement. No sooner had they reached the 
street thana threatening demonstration com- 


menced, led by John Ray and Henry Finnell. | 


Pistols, knives and rocks were drawn, and in 
an instant all was confusion, with sharp 
reports of pistols and loud = swear- 
ing. One Imecius MeKenney, colored, 
drew a pistol on James T, Dement, and fired 
two shots or more, one of which, missing its 
mark, passed through the crown of Tom Ram- 
sey’s hat. Another grazed a negro in the 
neck. Dement returned the fire with two 
shots, one of which hit McKinney in the bow- 
els, the ball ranging almost in adirect line into 
the body. At this point a number of knock- 
downs occurred, until as many as twenty men, 
black and white, engaged in the general fight. 
A bpumber reeeived centusions about their heads 
and faces, und some were seriously hurt. Me- 
Kinney was taken to the city hospital, where 
to receive treatment, but died in about two 
hours after being shot. Immediately after the 
shooting, Dementsurrendered himself to his 
brother-in-law, Officer Jake Scarborough, and 
Oflice McGovern, and was taken to the station 
house, where he was held until information 
was received of McKinney’s death, after which 
he was arrested upon astate warrant and 
taken before Justice Everett, where, after a 
preliminary examination, he was bound over 
to the criminal court in the sum of $1,090. He 
gave bail. 
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THE CHEEK OF CHEEK. 


Purse and Seeks Safety in 

Canada, 

Sr. Louis, December 25.—Information comes 
from Clinton, Mo., that Silas E. Cheek, a prom- 
inent real estate loan agent of that place, isa 
defaulter for over one hundred thousand 
dollars. The utmost confidence was placed in 
his integrity until recently, and the banks had 
given him credit far beyond his means and 
honored his drafts for large amounts. About 
two weeks ago F.C. Nichols, of Bridgeport, 
Conn., arrived in Clinton to look after a mort- 
gage on property belonging to Orson B. Jones. 
He discovered the name on the mortgage to be 
fictitious and the mortgage a fergery. Cheek 
had forged the name of the recorder to 
the bogus mortgage, and had defrauded 
him out of $7,300. To save himself, Cheek 
gave adeed of trust on his property for the 
amount, and the same day gave another deed 
of trust tosave friends who had advanced him 
money. He then left for Canada, and has not 
been heard from since. His manner of obtain- 
ing money was to forge a name to bogus deeds 
of tinst, imprint the recordeér’s seal upon the 
documents, which he could easily do, as he had 
access to the recorder’s office at all times. The 
deeds thus appearing all right, he had no 
trouble in obtaining money on them, as these 
papers are not recorded. It is impossible to 
tell who is defrauded; but the follow- 
ing parties have been heard from: 
The Central Illinois financial agency, 
Jacksonville, Ill.: John Hard, Joseph A. Joyce, 
I. C, Nichols, Bridgeport, Conn.: the Newton 
Savings bank, Newton, Conn.; M.S. O’Keefe & 
C'o., Marshall, Mich. Cheek is thirty-two years 
old, is married, and his wife is now lying at the 
point of death, but she does not know of her 
husband’s wrongdoings. He owned property 
worth about $34,000, which will be attached by 
creditors, but no other legal action has been 
taken. His books show that he has loaned 
£171,000 for eastern parties. In his desk the 
following was found: “Iam a thief, a scoun- 
drel, a knave and a liar.’ ‘This was signed 
‘Silas E, Cheek.” 


FIVE BOILERS EXPLODE. 


Hie Fills His 


Two Men Killed and Several Dangerously 
Wounded. 

San Francisco, December 25.—The burst- 
ing of one of the boilers at the Spring Valley 
waterworks, situated on the banks of Lake 
Merced, a short distance from here, yesterday 
afternoon, caused the other five boilers in the 
building to explode, completely demolishing 
the works. John Ryan, the ‘coal passer, and 
Peter Duffy, the fireman, were instantly 
killed, and George Aunt, fireman, and Chris 
Whalen, coal passer, were dangerously 
wounded. The damage is estimated at $150,- 
(00, At the time of the accident the engine 
vas running at low pressure. and no cause can 
be assigned for.the explosion. 


Fight Betweeu Negroes and Tramps. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., December 25.—A desper- 
ate battle between about a dozen unknown ne- 
groes and tramps occurred near here this aft- 
ernoon. The fight was the result ofan at- 
tempt to drive the tramps from their encamp- 
ment. It lasted nearly hour, and clubs, stones 
and revolvers were freely used. The tranaps 
were finally driven off, but not before one of 
their number had been mortally wounded and 
another seriously injured by being shot 
through the shoulder. The negroes escaped 
unharmed. 

The Silver-Throated Negro to Hang. 

INDIANAPOLIS, December 25.—Counsel for 
Phillips, the cenvicted colored wife murderer, 
has prerented a motion for a new trial. The 
motion was overruled, and Phillips was sen- 
tenced to be hanged on April 8. This is the 
negro who murdered his wife and then cut his 
throat. Surgeons fitted a silver tube into his 
throat and saved his life. When the verdict of 
murder in the first degree was brought <in re- 
cently, Phillips gave notice that he would tear 
out the tube and die rather than be hanged... 


Escaped From Lynching. 

RocKVILLE, Md., December 25.—Luther 
Cloggett was a:rested last Sunday and lodged 
in jail at this place for an attempt to rape a 
four-year-old daughter of John Lizer, of 
Mechanicsville, Montgomery county. This 
morning a number of residents of Mechanics- 
ville met and resolved to lynch the would-be 
rapist. They started for Rockville, but Sheriff 
Miller hearing of their movements, put Clog- 
gett on atrain and took him to Frederick, 
where he is now in jail. 


Snicide of a Reverend Bigamist. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., December 25.—The 
Journal spécial reports the suicide hy drown- 
ing of Rev. John R. Elmore, a Baptist minister 
residing near Clayton. Two months ago his 
congregation learned that Elmore was a biga- 
mist, and he was expelled from the pulpit. He 
had shown symptoms of insanity for severul 
davs, and last night he went to a neighbor's 
fish-pond, put his hat and coat on a stake, cut 
a hole in the ice and drowned himself. 

Murder by Horse Thieves. 

Duncan, Arizona, December 25.—The re- 
port has reached here that a party of Indians, 
while engaged in stealing a drove of forty 
horses, killed three men, who had charge of 
them near Steeple Rock. 


THE JOCKEY CLUB’S TROUBLE. 


An Early Settlement Now Promised in the 
Case. 

BALTIMORE, December 25. — The diff- 
culty which has for some time existed be- 
tween the Maryland Joeky club and the state 
agriculiural socicty promises an eaffly culmin- 
ation. The agricultural society is the owner 
of the Pimlico grounds, which were purchased 
by the state and the city, and the Jocky club 
has Jeased the privilege of running on the 
track. The owner of the ground has been un- 
successful in the exhibition so far given, and 
has fallen into debt without the means of pay- 
ing. Frank Brown addressed a letter to 
Mr. Bowie, president of the jocky 
club, asking to be released from indebtedness 
to that association, -to which an acrimonious 
reply was made, and Mr.Brown bas made a re- 
plication avoiding personalities. The indic- 
tions new are that the breach will not be 
healed, and at the end of the present lease the 
Jocky e¢lub will have to make other arrange- 
menis. An effort will be made to reconcile 
the differences, ‘The Jocky club has had suc- 
cess during its entire existence, while the Ag- 
ricultural society has been a failure. The 
state and city appropriated money to purchase 
the preperty for the Agricultural society, and 
the requirement is to present an exhibition at 
last once in three years. 


A Sportman’s Mistake. 

JERSEY City, N. J., December 25.—James 
Berdyne, a 19-year old youth, stood outside the 
Cayenne gun club grounds during the pigeon 
shooting contest today and amused himself by 
discharging a shot gun at the pigeons happen- 
ing to fly outside the limits of the grounds. 
While getting ready to fire at one of the stray 
birds, Berdyne’s gun was prematurely dis- 
charged and the contents lodged in the head of 
James O'Connell, aged 10 years, killing him 
instantly, Berdyne was arrested.

THERE’S NO USE TALKING. 


Sam Jones Leaves the Wicked Gity to its 
fate. 

Sr. Louis, December 25. Jones and 
Sam Small, the evangelists, have closed their 
campaign and left disgusted. It would be su- 
peifluous to speculate as to whether Jones’s 
work here wasa failure or not. He has ad- 
nitted that it was repeatedly and those who 
know the man know that he would not make 
such aconfession unless he believed it. His 
success in St. Joseph and Atlanta had made 
wauy believe that he was going to effect the 
same astonishing results here. It was pointed 
out to the over-sanuguine that all the evange- 
lists save Harrison had met their Waterloo in 
St. Louis, and that it was 
but natural to expect Sam Jones 
to ‘do the same. But it was argued 
tha®his methods were so dissimilar from all 
others: his humor and wit were-so bright; his 
candor was so great and his courage so fearless 
that he could not fail to surpass even the re- 
cord of the Rev. Thomas Harrison, the boy 
preacher. A comparison between the latest 
revivalist and his predecessor, however, re- 
fiects po small credit on the beardless brother 
who was alleged to have discovered the foun- 
tain of perpetual youth.

ANIMAL MIMICS. 


A NATURALIST’S EXPERIMENTS IN 
SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 


Snakes That Simulate Vines-Lizards That Throw 
Their Tails Away—Deceitful Butterflies—The 
Queer Insects of Southern California— 
Queer Stories of Animal Life. 


From the San Francisco Call. 

“Southern California isa fine country in 
which to study the local fauna. There is so 
much pleasant weather that one can putina 
good deal of field work.” The speaker was an 
Eastern naturalist, who had some months 
since come from the east and taken up his 
temporary residence in a mountain resort in 
Los Angeles county, for the purpose of ob- 
serving the animals and their habits. He had 
just arrived in this city called hither by some 
business engagement.” 

“Ne, I have not found anything specially 
new,” continued the speaker, in reply toa 
question by a Cell reporter. “Ido not expect 
to. If you will accompany me to my lodg- 
ings, however, I may show you someting of in- 
terest.” - 

After a brisk walk of a few blocks the tem- 
porary quarters of the naturalist were reached. 
He said: “My attention, just now, is directed 
to certain phases of animal life, principally 
the methods of protection. and defence, and 
particularly mimicry.” 

“You don’t mean that 
another?” 

“Certainly, and as an example, pick out the 
animals on this branch,’ and the naturalist 
tock from the mantel and handed to the re- 
porter a branch ofalder. It was examined, as 
was supposed carefully, but no living creature 
could be seen. 

‘That demonstrates the perfection of mimic- 
ry.” said the hest, as he laughingly touched 
one of the leaves that immediately walked off 
and became an insect. 

“This insect,” he continued, “that you could 
not distinguish from a leaf, finds its protection 
You see how exactly its 
wings mimic them in color, veining and in 
other respects. And not only this; when | 
caught it it came flutteriuz down from a tree 
with the same motion-as a leaf, and if my dog 
had not direeted my attention to it I should 
have passed itby. Itis a very common and 
interesting example.” 

“What is there here?’ inquired the reporter, 
caning overa box of plants and vines that 
stood on the window-sill. 

A SNAKE THAT MIMICS VINES, 

“On the vine is a green snake, that mimics 
vines. J] brought it from the east, and on the 
stcms yeu will see a number of green spiders 
that affect green plants. All snakes find pro- 
tection more or less in their simulation of 
other objects, Take the rattlesnakes that, by 
the way, are all hibernating now, they so imi- 
tate the barren recks, among which they live, 
that it is almost impossible to distinguish them 
unless you see the outline of the form. In 
the tropics you see large boas and pythons 
hanging from a tree, and from a distance they 
are perfect mimics of the lianas that are one 
of the characteristic features of the country. 

“Here is a case,’ continued the speaker, 
taking the top from a large glass box, the bot- 
tom of which was filled with sand, “do you 
see anything?’ 

The writer looked steadily, at long and short

range, and was finally obliged~ to confess that, 


sand was the only object discernabie. 

The naturalist then introduced a pointer, 
and immediately a lizard, three inches long, 
broad and flat, appeared and ran around the 
inclosure with a rapid, uncertain motion. “It’s 
a horned toad, really a lizard,” explained the 
owner, laughing, “and is a remarkable mimic, 
as you see, of the sand. In hunting for them 
in the valleys I never could see them except 
when they started up, and when they stopped 
it was to disappear, so complete was their iden- 
tity lest. You see this is the protection of na- 
ture that all animals possess outside of their 
special organs of defense. It is a phase in the 
evolution Of life; all animals becoming adapted 
to their environments. There is nothing 
startling in nature: the forms of animals all 
blend with their surroundings. This creature 
mimics the dry, sandy wastes that it affects, 
but go tothe weods, especially of the south, 
and we find myriads of forms that imitate the 
leaves and twigs. (Crreen lizards lie before our 
«ves and defy us; the tree toads crouched on the 
leaves are invisible: the bullfrogs in the sedges 
hy the bank ofthe pond are rendered incou- 
spicuous by their rich green coat; then turn to 
the toad, that wanders along the dusty roads 
end bare tracts of land, and we see it dust-col- 
orcad or mottled, finding in this a sure protecs 
tion. 

SOME QUEER LIZARDS, 

“But to return to the lizards. There are 
some curious cases among the geckos. Here 
is one, dead, that is called the leaf-tailed 
gccko, You see the tail bulges ont soon after 
leaving the body, and assumes a leaf or arrow 
shape; hence the name of the animal. Now, 
when the little creature is chased you will see 
it dodge around a limb and hold up the curious 
leaf-like tail, That is all that you can see, and 
so, naturally, would think it a part of the tree 
itself. But this lizard has a more remarkable 
method of escape yet. We will imagine that 
you have tried to pluck the leaf. The animal 
drops clumsily to the ground and darts away 
among the rocks, where it attracts 
the attention of some of the 
bawks that are forever prowling around. Im- 
mediately a chase ensues; the bird gains, and is 
finally abont to pounce upon its prey, whén 
all at once two lizzards appear, one making off, 
while the other dances up and down into the 
air and along the ground in a very mysterious 
way, so thatthe astonished bird stops and 
iocks. Inthe meantime the original lizzard 
escapes; the other that is really the tail, soon 
becomes quiescent, You-see the gecko has the 
faculty of throwing off its tail when hard 
pressed, and when the pursuer’s attention is 
drawn to the squirming member the animal it- 
self escapes. 

“But it looses its tail,” suggested the report- 
er. 
“Only foratime. They can reproduce this 
organ, and, curiously enough, sometimes two 
tails are preduced instead of one. There is a 
great variety of these geckos, and they all have 
some protection. In another class of lizards, 
as the anolis and chameleon, the color changes, 
and they are enabled to adapt themselves to 
apy location in which they may find thexn- 
selves. 

INSECTS PROTECTED BY SIMULATION, 

“Tf” continued the naturalist, “we look 
among insects, we find a remarkable display 
of mimics. Perhaps you have noticed in the 
woods how often butterflies dart up where you 
have not noticed them. They have been pro- 
tected by their simulation to the leaves and 
flowers, and the birds that prey upon them are 
equally deceived. In the southern part of this 
state wonderful examples are seen in the walk- 
ingsticks and the mantis. The former seem 


is 
the legs are 
from it, and with its slow methodical move- 
ments it would hardly be considered a living 
creature. Some ‘of these in South America at- 
tain a length of eight inches. An allied form, 
in Central America, found by Belt, the natur- 
alist, so mimicked a moss-covered twig that 
even a close examination sometimes pazzled 
the observer. The leaf insects are particu- 
larly ipteresting, as they are almost exact in 
their resemblance to dead and livis® leave:: 
so much so that they even deceive the forag- 
ing ants that rush over them, not saspecting 


that in the fallen leaf is the wily mimic they 
moths 


weold fain capture. Among the plume 
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are many ofsuch delicacy that they resemble 
the down of plants in their flight through the 
air,and whenalighting on a flower their ani- 
mal nature would never be suspected. 

“One'of the most beautiful cases of protect- 
ive mimicry is that of the orange-tip butterfly, 
When open it is very plainly seen, its wings 
being of white, black and orange, and flying 
about, is quite conspicuous, but as soonas it 
alights upon a favorite plant and closes its 
wings, it becomes at once an exact mimfe of the 
white blotches of the under surface. 

BUTTERFLIES VERSED IN DECEIT. 

“These animals,” continued the speaker, 
“you see, generally mimic plants or twigs, but, 
there are others that are more remarkable from 
the fact thatthey mimic animals that from _ 
their poisonous qualities are safe from 
attack. Thus itis well known that birds do 
not especially care for hairy butterflies, se 
in Central America. Belt found a. curious 
beetle that was a tidbit for the birds, clothed 
in acoatoflong brown hairs, closely resem- 
bling the thick hairy caterpillars. In the same 
localities spiders have been found that looked 
exactly like ants, and were thus enabled te 
creep upon their prey, the real ants. Wallace 
observed a butterfly that, though an acceptable 
morsel to the birds, deceived them by mimick- 
ing the flight of a poisonous butterfly. Ifa 
bird chased it, it at once assumed the curious 
and laborious flight of its poisonous model, and 
the bird noticing its evident mistake, would 
always give up the pursuit. 

“In Africa there is a tribe that utilize the art 
of mimicry very muchas do the lower ani- 
mals. The natives are great thieves, and at 
one time it was found neeessary to send out a 
troop of English soldiers to break them wp. 
The latter tinally came up toaband that they 
had followed for several days, and having cor- 
nered some of them drove them into a valley, 
only to find that they had again escaped. The 
soldiers, tired and worn, refused to go farther, 
and dismounted, led their horses to some 
stumps and roots that lay scattered about. 
One of the officers took off his hat and 
hung it upon a root, when, to his aston- 
ishment, it gave way and turned into a man, 
and in a moment all the seeming roots started 
up and dashed away. They were the natives 
that hed placed themselves in these strange 
positions hoping that the soldiers would pass 
by, which they certainly would have done had 
they not been overfatigued. Giraffes frequent- 
ly find protection by standing in groups, 
hunters taking their long necks for trees. So 
the tawny skin of the lion helps to conceal it, 
and the stripes of the tiger and zebra are sup- 
posed to be protective. 

“But to go back to the geckos,” said the*nat- 
uralist, leading the way to a door leading out 
to an open porch on the sunny side of the 
house, where a number of lizards were corral- 
led on a shelf. “I find you have some tall 
throwers in California. These lizards I caught 
in the southern part of the state, and one I 
frightened so badly that it dropped its tail and 
ran, thinking to thus escape; but I was too 
quick, and now I am keeping it tosee how long 
it will take te reproduce a new member, 
should judge two or three months might do it, 
but the winter will probably retard it. Here 
you see,” taking. up another lizard, “is one 
whose tail has just grown out. You can tell it 
by the fresh and rather blue appearance it has; 
and then, too, it is smaller than the others. At 
least three species I bave found will part with 
their tails before capture, and I find that the 
severed tail will jump about and imitate a 
worm two or three minutes. 

SUBMARINE MIMICS. 

“Under the sea we find some wonderfal 
mimics. Take the sea cucumbers; their 
mouths imitate seaweeds of all sorts and shapes, 
some actually locking like toadstools. If you 
take the common pentactea and place it in an 
acguarium, the creature will at once bury it- 
self.out of sight, and soon a beautiful plant 
will begin to grow, first one tip and then an- 
other, until a sbrdv is scci Wavulg 2™mong the | 
other weeds, seemingly a part of thet *At 
the slightest warning it is gone, only to reap- 
pear again, the humble mimic in this way 
feeding in security. Many of the fishes are 
protected in their resemblance to rocks, as the 
toad fish; the angler and its kind are covered 
with barbels of flesh that mimic seaweed. The 
spider crab mimics moss-covered rocks, aud 
often bedeck themselves with moss to increase 
iheir seeurity, and so among all creatures we 
find this state of things. 

A REMARKABLE MODE OF DEFENSE. 

“Speaking of methods of defense, here is a 
remarkable one, and quite sufficient, too,” and 
the speaker took down a box that contained 
several beetles. The writer was told to touch 
one, and doing so the insect immediately stood 
upon its head, elevating its abdomen high in 
the air, and discharging from certain glands @ 
yellowish secretion that hit the writer's hand, 
and was followed by an odor that rose on the 
air and rendered the windward the most ac- 
ceptable position. 

* Yes, it’s a regular cannon,” said the natur- 
alist. The large ones are the females and the 
smaller the males. They both discharge this 
secretion to demoralize the enemy, and it is 
quite enough to defend them. They are some- 
thing like the bombardier beetles, that dis- 
cbarge a like volley, but with an audible 
sound. Iam preparing some experiments with 
ants and bees, to test their intelligence, and 
am going to interest wyself in the insects in- 
jurious to vegetation.” 

“Do you think bees are a menace to the 
grape and raisin ?”’ 

‘I certainly do. I have noticed that the 
bees in the region where I have been staying 
-at the raisins and watermelons, but this may 
be on account of the scarcity of flowers.” 

‘Have you completed your work in southern 
California?” 

“No; Il return to my mountain home, as I 
call it, in Los Angeles county, in a few days, 
and shall probably remain there during the 
winter. I shall pack and ship a quantity of 
my specimens east while I am here.

We have before us reports from Chicago 
and Boston of the business of the year, and 
they agrecin saying that the situation is 
much better than it was one year ago. = At 
that time al! prices were going down, and no 
one could see the bottom. During the year 
there has been a depreciation of values,"but 
prices at present are firm, except in the case 
of wheat and some other agricultural pro- 


ducts, and the price of corn is advancing. ° 


There is a feeling all around that ‘the tarn- 
mg point of the depret¢iation has been passed, 
and that the new year will usher in an im- 
proved and improving condition of trade. 


There aye many things to justify confi-’ 


dence. Surplus stocks have been disposed 
of, and production has been pnt on the basis 
of a lessened consumption ; and yet there 
are many more factories in operation today 
than there were one year ago. More labor- 
ers have employment. More goods have been 
distributed. The Christmas trade has been 
better than it has been since 1882. Iron is 
advancing, and failures are one-third less 
than they were last Christmas-time. A 
feeling of steady confidence has taken the 
piace of gloomy apprehensions. - We have, 
ina word, rounded the stake boat among 
the breakers, and are sailing in calmer and 
safer waters. | 
The large decrease in the value of exports 
is probably only temporary. There are mil- 
lions across the water to be clothed and fed 
from this country, and the cotton and bread- 
stulls and provisions that they do not buy 
How will doubtless be purchased a little 
later. Thys far during the fiscal year the 
returns show a decrease of thirty-five million 
dollars in the export.of the articles we have 
Ramed ; but the balance of trade is still in

This 
church is particularly strong in the south. 
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The disciples of Calvin number in the aggre- 
vate fullyone million, and are stronger in 
wealth and influence than their number indi- 
cates, 

These are the four great 
country—the Catholic, the Methodist, the 
Baptist and the Presbyterian.

The church of Luihei 
has probably twice as many members as thy 
church of the reformation, but it is not as 
strong in other respects. We have &0,000 
Mennonites, 100,000) Priends, 25,000 Unita- 
riaps. 40.000 Universalists, 100,000 Advent 
ists and 6,000 Swedenborgians, 

In making this estimate, we have included 
under the head of Methodists, Baptists and 
Presbyterians a large number of sects essen- 
tiallysimilar. For example, the Disciples of 
Christ are considered Baptists, the Congrega- 
tionalists as Presbyterians, and all Method- 
ists, Whether Episcopal or non-Episcopal, are 
thrown together. This is done to show the 
real strength of the chief divisions of relig- 
ious thought in .this country. 

Of non-Christian sects, none are numerous 
except the Hebrews. They are probably 
300,000 strong. The Mormons number about 
200,000,

Caught on the Run. 

Of the many conspicuous “characters” to be “een 
on the streets of Washington one of the most fam- 
il iar is Lieutenant F. 0; Brownell, aman whose noto- 
riety is based upon his having been “Elleworth’s 
avenger.” This tall,spare, sickly-looking man Was 
early in the spring of 1861, a member of the little 
party, which, under Elisworth’s lead, dashed up 
the stairs of the Marshall house in Alexandria and 
tore down the confederate flag that floated from 
tue roof. Asthey were descending, Jackson. the 
proprictor of the hotel, stood at the bottom of the 
Stairs. He shot Ellsworth dead in his tracks 
Brownell steod by Elisworth’s side.and hardly had 
iis companion fallen before he sent a bullet 
through Jackson's heart, This, with perhaps the 
exception of some of the Baltimore riots. was the 
first blood shed in the civil war. and thus did 
Brownell win the notoriety which today causes 
him to be pointed out on the streets, 

Brownell was at the time of this incident & pri. 
vate in the New York Fire Zouayves, a regiment 
composed entirely of New York firemen, After 
this daring deed he was promoted to the rank of 
second lieutenant, and as such fought a few weeks 
later at Manassas.

A Crowd of Negroes Attempted to Rescue a 
Prisoner but Fail. 

Several days ago Nutt Howard stole an over- 
coat, a bottle of liquor and two or three boxes 
of cigars from Boatright’s place on Peters 
Street. 

The theft was reported at police headquar- 
ters, and the patrolmen were on the alert for 
Jioward. 

Yesterday Patrolmen Lynch and Hamilton 
encountered Howard on Marietta street. How- 
ard was with a crowd of darkies, and was en- 
joving iis Curistmas. The __patrol- 
menu approached him and asked him 
to accompany them to police headquarters, 
Howard declined to go, and when the patrol- 
man caught on to him, he appealed to his 
frierds for protection. Instantly a dozen 
darkies sprang forward, and the patrolmen 
found it necessary to use their club’s freely to 
retaingthe'r prisoner and protect themselves.

The up- 
yoar was terrible, and fully two hundred and 
fifty persons were drawn around the scene. 
Several white men responded, and 
but for their assistance the prisoner would 
have been rescued.

The row at one time promised to be serious, 
several of the negroes were armed and as 
many White men, pistols were flashing about 
and one that would have resulted in a riot.
